EXTRACT TREASURY WARRANT. 


Daten 28ra Novempen, 1844. 
by an Act passed in the third and 
fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
entituled “an Act for the regulation of the 
Duties of Postage,” it is eaarted that it shall 
be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury, from time tb time, and at any time after 
the passing of that Act, by Warrant under their 
hands, to alter and fix any of the rates of British 
Postage or Inland Postage, payable by law on the 
trausmission by the Post of Foreign or Colonial 
Letters or Newspapers, or of any other printed 
Papers, and to subject the same to rates of Post- 
age according to the weight thereof, and a scale of. 
weight to be contained in such Warrant; and from 
time to time, by Warrant as aforesaid, to alter or 
repeal any such altered rates, and make and 
establish any new or other rates in@eu thereof ; 
and hy Warrant aforesaid, to appoint at what time 
the rates that might be payable were to be paid.

And we further direct that every Seaman em- 
ployed abroad in the service of the East India 
Company may, whilst such Seaman shall be actu- 
ally employed in the service of such Company, both 
send and receive letters not exceeding half an 
ounce in weight by the Post, on his own private 
concerns, at a postage of one penny for each letter; 
but we declare that the letters of Officers, com- 
missioned by the said Company or Warrant Offi- 
cers, or Midshipmen or Master's Mates, in the 











service of the said Company, are not included ip 
this present provision.

Tue Bi-monthly Overland Communication having now been regularly established between this 
Country and Europe, and the arrangements for the conveyance of the Mails, direct, between Cal 
cutta and Suez, finally completed and brought into operation; Notice, accordingly, is hereby given, 
that the rates of Postage charged on Letters and Papers carried by the Government Steainers from 
and to Bombay, will likewise be levied, in future, on Letters und Newspapers conveyed by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company's Vessels, from and to Calcutta, both by way of Southampton, 
aud via Marseilles, 

1, The rules relative to the former, having also been made applicable, in every respect, to the 
latter, are subjoined for the information and guidance of the Public, iu general. ‘he seale of 
British Steam Postage, is, as follows, viz. 

On every letter not exceeding } an ounce in weight, .. 
On ditto above } 02 and not exceeding one ounce, 
On ditto above 1 oz. and not exceeding two ounces, 


& As. or one Shilling, 

.1 Re or two ditto, 

.2 Its. or four ditto. 

Rs. or six ditto, 

and so on, increasing Que Rupee, or Two Shillings, for every additional ounce weight, or any fraction 














On ditto above 2 oz. and not exceeding three ounces, 


thereof. 
2. British weights not being generally available in this country, the following coins of the Ilou'ble 
Company's currency, are recommended as the best substitutes: 
In liew of $ an ounce... « One Rupee and One Copper Pie. 
In lieu of one ounce ss.yee .« Two Copper Half Anna Pieces (or Double Pice) aud 
One Pie—the former Coins are procurable by paying 
the equivaleny, atthe Mint. 

8. Every person confining his English correspondence to the weight of the two former Coins, 
will be certain of being within the weight prescribed for a single Steamer Letter, and every 
Letter not exceeding the aggregate weight of the three latter Coins, will, in like manner, be withia 
the weight allowed for a double Steamer Letter. 

4. Steam Postage on Letters for Foreign and Continental Europe, or any place to whic Grest 
Britain does not necesearily form a channel of communication, forwarded via ‘“ Marseilles,” as well 
as letters for Egypt Syria, ‘Turkey, Greece, and the Mediterranean Islands, subject to Red Set 
(Steam) Postage, must, as heretofore, be pre-paid in this country. 

5. Steam Postage on Letters for the United States or British Colonies in America, or the 
West Indies (unless addressed to Agenta in Great Britain,) cannot be Pre-paid in thig couatry 
whether sent by way of ‘ Mareeilles,” or via Southampten. 

6. Tho same rule applies equally to Letters for the United Kingdom, contprising Engle, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and all the Bri Islands, despatched through *“ Marseilles,” and. als? 
to those for,the Corftinent of Europe, transmitted by way of Southampton. 
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7. Letters for any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be received and 
disposed of, as if addressed to the United Kingdom. 

8. The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, by the « South- 
ampton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vice versa. 

9. The Term “ Paid (or Pre-paid,” which is synonymous) being the distinctive mark (indica 
tive of the wishes of Senders) and the only guide for the Post Office Receivers, all Letters for the 
United Kingdom via “ Southampton,” which may be so marked, will, accordingly, be charged with 
Steamer Postage, and such as are not 60 superscribed, will be sent ‘ Bearing.” 

10, The Inland (Indian) Postage which is quitodistinct from, and always levied in addition 
to, Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, by the Sender, at the Posting Office, on Letters forwarded 
from out Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, or from either one Presidency to the other, for trans- 
mission by the Steamers, and vice versa, that is, by the Addressee at the Receiving Office. ‘The 
word paid, therefore, should not be put on any Letter, except on those on which Senders, having 
the option, intend to Pre-Pay Steam Postage also. 

11. No Letter exceeding 12 tolas, (u fraction under 5 ounces) in weight can be transmitted per 
Letter Mail; but if forwarded by Government Banghy Post, or otherwise sent to Bombay or Cal- 
cutta, it may be despatched by the Steamer, from either Presidency. 

12. Itis particularly requested, that Letters and Papers from the Mofussul, intended for dvs- 
patch by the Overland Mail, from Calcutta, may be accordingly superscribed, for the guidance of the 
person who originally receives such Letters at the Posting Office. ‘The route (Southampton or Mar= 
scilles) by which they are intended to Le forwarded, should always be clearly specified also. Any Letter 
not marked ‘ Per Steam,” or “ Overland,” will be seut by a Suailing Vessel. In order to avoid 
mistakes, the name of the country, which a Letter is destined to, (England for example,) should be 
the last word in the superscription, Letters posted in Calcutta for despatch via Bombay should he 
accordingly directed. 

13. Although 4 ounce is the single weight for regulating Stcamer Postage charge, the quarter 
tola continues to be the single weight for Inland Postage to Bombay, which Letter (from Calcutta to 
that Presidency,) amounts to Seven Annas. 

14. An extra charge of One Rupee for every half tola weight, is made on Letters sent by the 
Overland Express trom Calcutta to Bombay, and no Letter above one tola weight can be forwarded 
by such conveyance. Thus, for instance, a Pre-Paid Steam Letter of one tola weight, posted in 
Calcutta for transmission, via Bombay, would be charged with Postage, amounting to Its.3 6-0, viz.

Steam ditto, ..%. 









15. It is requested that no Firm or individual will send Letters exceeding Two Tulas Weight 
in the aggregate, and that each Letter be superscribed “ Overland Express” when intended for such 
conveyance. 

16. The Tola Weight above mentioned is equal to 180 Grains ‘Troy, being the Standard 
Weight of the Company's Rapee. 

17. Postage is levied according to the prescribed weight, without reference to the quality or 
quantity of the Paper. 

18. No Steam Postage whatever is charged in India on Newspapers sent from this country, but 
Inland Postage to, and from, Bombay must be paid. 

19, Receipts, if required, must be brought ready written, along with the Letters, &c. to the 
Post Office.

EXTRACT TREASURY WARRANT. 


Daren 28ru* November, 1844. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the third and 
fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
entituled “an Act for the regulation of the 
“ Duties of Postage,” it is enacted that it shall 
be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
‘Treasury, from time to time, and at any time after 
the passing of that Act, by Warrant under their 
hands, to alter and fix any of the rates of British 
Postage or Inland Postage, payable by law on the 
transtnission by the Post of Foreign or Colonial 
Letters or Newspapers, or of any other printed 
Papers, and to subject the same to rates of Post- 
age according to the weight thereof, and a scale of 
weight to be contained in such Warrant; and from 
time to time, by Warrant as aforesaid, to alter or 
repeal any such altered rates, and make and 
establish any new or other rates in lieu thereof ; 
and by Warrant aforesaid, to appoint at what timo 
the rates that might be payable were to he paid. 

. . . . 









And we further direct that every Seaman em- 
ployed abroad in the service of the East India 
Company may, whilst such Seaman shall be actu- 
ally employed in the service of such Company, both 
send and receive letters not exceeding half an 
ounce in weight by the Post, on his own private 
concerns, at a postage of one penny for each letter; 
but we declare that the letters of Officers, com 
miscioned by the said Company or Warrant Offi 
cera, or Midehipmen or Master’s Mates, in the- 
service of the said Company, are not included in 
this present provision. 


And with respect to letters sent by any such 
Seaman, the following conditions shall be observed 
(that is to say) the Postage of each letter (unless 
sent from parts beyond the seas as hereinafter 
mentioned) shall be paid, or if posted within the 
United Kingdom be duly and properly stamped on 
being put into a Post Officg established under 
the authority of the Poet Master General, and 
upon such letter shall be superscribed the name of 
the writer, and hig class or description in the 
vessel to which he shall belong, and-upon every 
guch letter there shall be written in the handwrit- 
ing of, and signed by, the Officer having at the 
time the command of the vessel to which the 
Seaman belongs, the name of such Officer and the 
name of euch vessel. 


. And with respect to letters received by the. Post 
by any such Seaman, the following conditions 








shall be observed; the Postage of each letter 
(unless sent from parts beyond the seas ag herein. 
after mentioned) shall be paid, or (if posted within 
the United Kingdom) be duly and properly stamp. 
ed upon putting it into a Post Office established 
under the authority of the Post Master General 
and it eball be directed to euch Seaman, specifying 
on tho superscription thereof the vessel to which 
he shall belong, and the Deputy Post Master of 
the place to which such letter shall be sent to be 
delivered shall not deliver such letter to any per. 
son except to the Seaman to whom it shall bo 
directed, or to some person appointed to receive the 
same, by writing, under the hand of the Officer in 
command, and whenevér the letters sent or 
received by any such Seaman shall be sent from 
parts beyond the seas, without the said Postago 
of one penny being prepaid, every such letter 
shall be charged to the party receiving the same 
with a rate of two pence,, and any letters received 
by the Post under this Warrant by any such Sea 
man, which may have been re-vlirected shall not 
bo charged any postage on or in respect of such 
re-direction. 








. And we further declare that any such Seaman 
may both send and receive letters, not exceeding 
balf an ounce in weight, by private ships, between 
the United Kingdom and places beyond the seas, 
or between places beyond the seas, on their own 
private concerns, at the like postage for each letter, 
and subject to the like conditions aud regulations, 
in all respects as are herein before mentioned in 
respect of letters sent and received by any such 
Seaman by the Post; but whenever the lettert 
sent or received by any such Seaman shall be 
conveyed or be intended to be conveyed, by private 
ships, the gratuities payable by law to the Masters 
of such vessels, in respect of such letters, shall in 
all cases, be paid to the Post Office, in addition to 
such postage. 





And we further declare that the said privilege 
shall not extend to any foreign rates of postage to 
which, any such letters may be liable, all which 
foreign rates shallp be chargeable and payable as if 
no such privilege had been granted.

10, The Inland (Indian) Postage which is quitedistinct from, and always levied in addition 
to, Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, by the Sender, at the Posting Office, on Letters forwarded 
from out Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, or from cither one Presidency to the other, for trans- 
missiun by the Steamers, and vice versa, that is, by the Addressee at the Receiving Office.

16, The Tola Weight abpve mentioned is equal to 180 Grains Troy, being ‘the Standard 

Weight of the Company’s Rupee. 

17, Postage is levied according to the prescribed weight, without reference to the quality or 
Quantity of the Paper. 

18. No Steam Postage whatever is charged in India on Newspapers sent from thie country, but

The following Rules, framed for the information 
and guidance of Chaplains at Military Stations, 
ate republished at the request of the Right Revd.

1. Commanding Officers, in concurrence with 
the Chaplains, will fix the time for performing 
Divine Service on Sundays. 

2. When a Chaplain purposes to quit his prin- 
cipal Station for the occasion of visiting any of 
his appointed smaller Stations, or when he intends 
to apply for temporary leave of absence, he must 
give timely notice to the Chief Military and Civil 
Resident Authorities in order that, if there be any 
cogent reasons agains: the absence of the Chaplain, 
they may be submitted to the Hon'ble the Lieu,

3. The Chaptligs 2 Miliggby Station is to 
visit regularly, at le: ice ineach week, the 
Kuropean Hospital or Hospitals.
